Even that 
is a small reparation for the crime 
ol France against this victim of 
army and governmental intrigue. 

A Milwaukee paper is frank 
enough to point out that one trou¬ 
ble with the new game of the poli¬ 
ticians, "state regulation," is that 
the corporations do not stay regu¬ 
lated after the regulating has been 
done. 

Young girls, few of them more 
than 17 years of age, are doing the 
filthiest, the most degrading work 
in the Chicago packing houses, 
says, a newspaper account. That’s 
the way capitalism protects wom¬ 
ankind.

The real function today 
of the railroad president is the func¬ 
tion of a long beaded monkey- 
worker. Me is in office to employ 
craft instead of service to the road 
ami the road’s patrons. That is tlte 
rcason why railroad president* get 
such stu|>cmIous salaries, for only 
melt of abnormal craft are suit¬ 
able for such work as constitutes 
"business" today. 

Well, Itere u tlte limit! Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, according to' a 
Washington dispatch of Dec. 4. has 
issued orders to have tlte federal 
troops ready to aid in "restoring 
order" in Goldfield, Nevada. And 
along with the dispatch is another 
front Goldfield which says there las 
been no disorder there, is no disor¬ 
der there, and no indication of any 
such thing, the town being as quiet 
as usual. The strike is being car¬ 
ried on quietly and the mine work¬ 
ers are under orders of their lead¬ 
ers to even refrain from agitation 
on the streets. Yet the govern¬ 
ment. supposedly our government, 
is already pointing glittering bay¬ 
onets at tlte mining town in ques¬ 
tion and waiting for a pretext to 
rash in. It show, how closely the 
capitalists control the government 
at Washington. What they want 
the troops at hand for is to over¬ 
awe the mine slaves. In fact that is 
just wltat our present military sys¬ 
tem is for in this country, a capi¬ 
talistic adjunct, not primarily for 
the ptir|to*e of repelling a foreign 
foe. The military system should 
be eltangrd anil workingmen sltould 
lose no chance to agitate for that 
cliangc. 

ft is almost a sad spectacle, when 
von stand lack out of the panic of 
the day and look at the matter dis¬ 
passionately. to see a president of 
the United States acting as a "bark¬ 
er” for the private pockets of the 
hankers. Give these gentlemen 
your money, he say* in his message, 
they need it in their business. (In 
the other hand, an Eastern finan¬ 
cier. whose name i* well known the 
country ovgr, savs that it is through 
the tanks that the jteoplc have been 
dis|Miilcd by the Eastern money 
[kings and that lie Sfcl* tliat "the 
people are justified at tlte present 
time in the light of their recent ex¬ 
periences in banks, insurance, rail¬ 
roads ami Standard Oils, in hoard¬ 
ing their savings." And yet the 
capitalism's financial system is such 
a ticklish arrangement thit the 
plucked people feel that even un¬ 
willingly they must give the finan¬ 
ciers every penny they can for fear 
the financial house of cards will 
conic tumbling down and over¬ 
whelm them a. well as the men 
who ought to be overwhelmed. 
What a system this capitalist system 
is!

The Rev. E. E. Carr of Chicago/ 
writing from England says, "The 
capitalist press of America has ao* 
quired the habit of making false re* 
ports concerning the Socialist vie* 
lories in Europe, hoping thus tdi 
keep down interest in the subject 
here. And, of course, they deceived 
many. - For instance they reported 
that in the recent municipal elec* 
tions in England the Socialists were 
routed, whereas the Socialists made 
a net gain of four seats and came 
very near electing many more, 
greatly increasing their vote.

THE FRENCH REVOLUTION, and 
THE RIGHT OF INHERITANCE 


.1 jits' and right division of the family property to the sympathy of each 
citue-i. or the natural affection of the father. The father might be 
inov:-d In unjust preferences, by a capricious tehdemess. a blind dis- 
iihe. or list pride of caste that likes to concentrate all the rays of the 
family glory on one head, or again by that soft of posthwnousavarice 
that wishes to survive in the integrity of the patrimony handed on 
wholly or almost wholly to one of the children. In such, cases nature 
is distorted in the heart of the father.and thrj conference of the citi¬ 
zen rand the law becomes the true guardian and the real interpreter of 
nature. "Hie law becomes nature itself. The start is the great internal 
heart, always faithful, always consistent with (toil i always actuated 
> by the sauie tenderness toward all the mi-oilers’ of one family. The 
state substitutes the inflexible equality of its Immrrial tenderness for 
the frequently unruly, prejudiced or selfish aff^te u of the father or 
the mother. A kiftv and immovable collective’sympathy intervenes to 
prevent all vageries of individual sympathy and all weakness and par¬ 
tiality of |KTMiiia! affection. 

So that natural affection is in a sense transtVrrrd to another 
sphere, the sphere of the state. This is not done l«y the vicialization 
of property, for the state only takes (he power of disposition away 
from the individual in order licttcr to ensure the family rights. But 
it is the socialization of familv duty and affection,, since the state sub¬ 
stitutes itself for the father to fulfill, by au equal n i.-ioti of the for¬ 
tune. the duties of equal tenderness which perhaps the father, 
through pride, prejudice or avarice, would leave unuiltilled. To pro¬ 
claim the rights of nature and to transfer tire excrci • of these rights to 
society is one of the boldest transformations of human nature to social 
law. of jicrsonal sympathy and sori.il sympathy, that can lie con¬ 
ceived. 

The Unirgeois society and the bourgeois revolution drew, how¬ 
ever. very decided limits for the action of this social law, 
this social sympathy. Let ns enlarge the sphere of collec¬ 
tive sympathy and collective duty in die same proportion that 
the needs of human nature itself are enlarged Well, nature 

does not demand only that the children of a given family shall 

lie treated with equal tenderness. .Vow that the nation is becoming 
more and more a reality: now that the relations of men are besom¬ 
ing more closely intertwined : now that a growing solidarity is bind¬ 
ing different parts of a united country together: now that etpiality of 
political rights and a licgiiiii ng of universal culture arc making the 
proletarians realize more vividly and cruelly all that they lack in 
the way of guarantees, comfort and rights, by bringing them into 
closer touch on some sides with the capitalist class, just as the voungcr 
children in a familv would stiffet the more from the family inequality 
that they were constantly brought up against the privileges of the 
elder child by the ironical familiarity of tlieir common life: now, there¬ 
fore. the cry of nature is extended: »nd it claims not only family 

equally. Ini* social equality for all the children of the same nation, 

which lias become one !..rgc family. 

In order to respond to this larger appeal of nature and human¬ 
ity it is not necessary to divide all fortunes and estates equally among 
all the children of the nation, as the revolution divided each fortune 
equally among all the children of the family. 

Vo. new means ought to tie found that correspond to new rights. 
I he state will satisfy the most exacting human , nature and fulfill its 
-■rial duty if it guarantees the full right to labor and to full value of 
the product to all the citizens without any exception whatever. Well, 
there is only one method by w hich the state can bring about this re¬ 
sult: it must guarantee to every citizen part proper tv in the means of 
production, which shall have become collective property. 

It is no longer the primogeniture of one ifl^jtjridual tjiat must lie 
abolished within the family, hut the primogeniture* o’ a class that must 
Ik- abolished within the nation. And so the revolutionary nation, a 
hundred and twenty years ago. stripped privatc^njjopcrtv of all those 
attributes that were prejudicial to the rights of Sfif the children of one 
family, so the revolutionary nation, under the growing inspiration of 
tile proletariat, will strip private property of everything that is con¬ 
trary to the rights of all the citizens. And as..,a|ptn, the revolution 
a hundred and twenty years ago created famity? property at the ex- 
|iense of private property, that right of the members of the family 
might he guaranteed, so the new revolution- humjm and proletarian in 
character, will create a communal and social property at the expense 
of private and bourgeois property, that the rigKts' of all members of 
society may lie guaranteed.

Finally the revolution decreed the equal "’fflvisi.m of property 
among all descendants of thy same degree within caph family, and 
brought in the members of different degrees to share in tile division 
as far as possible; it slit) so in order to hring about as great an equality 
of fortune as possible: to reduce the great fortunes to the level of the 
medium ones by.dividing them, and to reduce the tit. mm fortunes to 
the level of the small. 

The convention hoped to prevent a too great disproportion of for¬ 
tune by breaking up and dispersing once in every generation the for¬ 
tunes that were built up. It hoped to bring about social equality in 
the highest practicable degree bv means of legalized familv equality. 
Indeed, it could hardly have imagined other means. Universal and 
equal division of all property among all citizens is an absurd, barbar¬ 
ous, paralyzing and untenable system. And on tin-other hand, men's 
minds were not pre|>ared for common ownership of the means of 
production, nor was the technique of industry,,which was hardly at¬ 
tempting manufacture as we know it and was still not far remover! 
from the small private workshops, developed enough to allow them to 
conceive of production ill common and as a condition for this, prop¬ 
erty in common. The convention, then, could only '•eek to attain so¬ 
cial equality by an indirect process, by the equal and periodic division 
of family property among the members of a family bv the restriction 
and almost the abolition of the individual right of disposition. 

The revolutionary bourgeoisie, whose boldest mouthpiece was die 
convention, was pushed on in the direction of equal division by two 
pressing reasons. In the first place, it wanted to do away altogether 
with the feudal and aristocratic regime. It wanted to pull it up by 
the roots so completely that no new sprout could p'sstbly spring up 
some day and surprise the-n. It wanted to hunt it down in all its dis¬ 
guises. nivtainnr|>!ioses. and imitations, so tliat it Mould never reappear 
in any modem or bourgeois form whatever. Well! if the father had 
been able to dispose of his property freely, what would have prevented

Why did the revolution, after having proclaimed the right of so¬ 
ciety to regulate tlic transmission of property, use this right to bring 
all inheritance under the law of equality and so to hind the will of 
the father: It gave three reasons.one of tactic-, hut of everlasting 
tactics ; the other two. essential. 

It said in tile fir t place, that the father- were too apt to lie oil the 
side of il:.‘ past in the great movements of humanity and the great rev- 
ojniianry crises, while on the c uitrarv. the younger generation 
understood the new era li would, therefore, lie imprudent 
to leave the fathers the riglie to punish, by disinheriting 
them, tls •*- of that, children wIhi upheld the new order and 
ilevoted thru~~lve»to the progress of humanity. To leave to the 
fathers complete freedom to dispose of their property meant allow¬ 
ing them to reward and strengthen-those children tliat flattered their 
prejudice-, gnd therefore to increase the weighty power ,,f the |«ist 
and to extend it in the new society. The only way to make the way 
clear for the future was to guarantee an equal share of the inheritance 
and an equal aid to their sphere of action to all the children, even 
to those whose bold opinions were an anxiety to the natural 
conservatism of the father. F.vcn more, so we have seen, 
tlx- revolution annulled all wills and violated the principle 
of equality within the last four sears, and did not hesitate, in the 
words of an ardent mendier of the convention, “to pursue the aristoc¬ 
racy even to the grave.” 

So that the revolution did away with tin- right of the individual to 
dispose of hi- possessions, so far as the future was concerned, that is 
it eliminated one of jhe essential element- ill private property, and it did 
this in the name of the revolutionary movement, in tlie name of the 
forward movement of humanity and of the indefinite progress of so- 
cietv. The revolutionary force of tilings proclaimed by tile medium 
of the convention that froni then on a fundamental and decisive rr- 
-■ friction of private property is Ihe very condition of tin- progress of 
mankind and of the free movement of society and human spirits. 

Hut the revolution invoked nature as well as justice by its institu¬ 
tion of equal division among the children, and all tlic relatives of the 
same degree. Nature wishes the father to treat all children inqiartial- 
ly. Nature does not admit any arbitrary preference <>r any legal privil¬ 
ege to interfere with the equality of all the brothers ami -isters. who 
ran only live together in complete affection if the- are brought under 
the same discipline To institute a violent difference of fortune 
amounting to six ial inequality among those w in should, one imagines, 
liavr all thing- in common, would he to uiake the disinherited children 
suffer cruelly. And when this suffering i- brought al»mt by the dc- 
lilicratr will of tile father, it i- an act contrary to nature. 

It i- then in the name of a law that the n volution insist- upon 
etpiality in the division of pruprrty among the children. But draw no 
liastv conclusions. This just and kind nature that intervenes in the so¬ 
cial life of every familv does not reside in the individual or express it¬ 
self through the individual. The law dues not leave the care of making

This point olview appears most clearly in the short and interest¬ 
ing report wherein Gaplaigne asks the convention to abolish and forbid 
all substitution.

And then 
they have the nerve to withdraw 
from the state because the legis¬ 
lature passed a few laws regulat¬ 
ing their business. 

Oh! What a fine opportunity 
this would be to get state insurance. 
for the people and to get the in¬ 
surance for one-third of the price 
they are now compelled to pay, or, 
in other words, to get over three 
times the amount of insurance for 
the prcritum they are compelled to 
pay to private corporations. 

Another nutter .which is of in 
terest for the policy holder, is the 
attempt of the Prudential Life In¬ 
surance Company to, water their 


urban Street Railway Co., now the 
New York City Street Railway Co., 
and heaven knows what they arc 
going to call themselves next year. 1

ganizing what they called the Fi¬ 
delity Life Insurance Co. of New

The insurance companies are un¬ 
der tlie control of the insurance- de¬ 
partment of the-forty-five states 
which are supposed to watch jheir 
way of doing business. This com¬ 
pany had promised dividends to 
their policy holders and as they 
would have preferred to steal their 
profits for themselves, the presi¬ 
dent sent letters to the insurance 
companies of the different states, 
begging them to kindly grant him a 
personal interview, so tlut lie might 
explain to them the transferring of 
the stock to the new corporations. 

However, tlie matter leaked out 
and the company was prevented 
from carrying out its great steal.
